appraisals required for this proce= 
dure. 

Others have received offers; 
some have only recently been told 
tersely to leave, and send the house 
key to the state. 

The pattern of state activities 
seems to be more patch-work 
than predictable. 
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not even a letter making a first 
offer, while surrounding homes 
have already been the subject of 
negotiations. 

While several residents of one 
area continue to negotiate over the 
value of their properties, one 
homeowner has found out that the 
state hasn’t even had the required 
third appraisal, without which an 
offer can not be made. 

Residents - most of whom des~ 
cribe themselves as baffled and 
frustrated by the state in their 
efforts to find out what willhappen 
- have been under heavy pressure 
for more than a year. 
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The first landtakings were filed 
late in December, 1960, and others 
followed early in 1961. Months 
went by without any action. 

But for several years, residents 
in Shawsheen had been under the 
threat of the takings, because most 
people knew the general path of the 
highway. Thus they were unable to 
sell their homes. Many couldn't 
make up their minds whether to 
make improvements or perform 
normal maintenance, because 
there was no telling when the state 
would take the land. Title changes 
to the state the moment the takings 
are recorded in the Registry. 

Those residents with income= 
producing property have been 
unable to collect any rents, because 
the state warned them not to do so 
once the takings were recorded, 
Tenants have thus been living rent 
free in these homes, whenever 
they chose to remain. 

Property owners, however, have 
had to continue meeting financial 
obligations. The savings banks 
generally have been willing to 
accept payment of the interest on 
the outstanding mortgage. 

In some cases, mostly when | 
individuals wanted to do so, 
principal payments also have been 
maintained. In the case of those 
whose property was taken in 1961, 
taxes for the current year were | 
collectable and payment had to be 
continued by the individual owners. 

But perhaps the largest single 
problem has been that of buying 
a new home. 

For the procedure has become 
complicated by the slowness of the 
state in making offers and paying 
the residents.

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One banker explained that, to 
buy another house before being 
paid for the existing one, the in= 
dividual must obtain a **bridge’’ 
loan from acommercial bank. This 
becomes his payment on the new 
house. 

But interest must then be con= 
tinued on the old loan and paid 
on the new ‘“‘bridge’® loan and 
mortgage, 4S well.

Principal Outlines 


Several Changes 


Junior High School changes, in 
line with sound educational 
practices, have been made by 
acting principal William E. Hart. 

In a recent statement concerning 
the changes, Mr. Hart commented: 

“Today acceptable ideas of 
school scheduling, size of classes, 
teacher load and responsibilities, 
instructional materials, and archi- 
tecture have become standardized. 
These areas have not beenchanged 
basically for many years, and their 
inflexibility makes it difficult to 
alter them now. However, changes 
must be introduced. Schools must 
provide education for vastly in- 
creased numbers of persons, for 
longer spans of productive life, at 
far higher levels of understanding, 
competence, and skill and always 
with the goal of strengthening our 
democratic way of life. We must 
see if what we are now doing is 
the best that can be done. Cer- 
tainly, if any period of growth 
lends itself to change through edu- 
cation, the period of early adoles- 
cence, with its emphasis on ex- 
ploration and discovery, is 
especially amenable to change. 

‘We hear considerable discus- 
sion these days of teaching teams, 
educational television, teaching 
machines, programmed learning, 
audio-visual techniques, longer 
days and a host of other educa~ 
tional innovations. To dismiss the 
possibility of introducing any one 
of these methods, without analyzing 


true worth would be fool-hardy.
